CONSULAR INVOICES-YOR BREE 
GOODS TO THE UNITED —° 
STATES, - ¢ 


*-Aa the decision given. by Judge “Sawyer 
in the: United States Ciroult Court, on tho 
question of whether Consular invoices wore 
required for free goods, is_af. considerable 
intereat_ to Hongkong Shippers to the 
United States, we give below the judgment 
in fall, sent to us by a San Francisco-cor- 
respondent :— ¢ 


This isa auit to recover the yolue of. a 
certain shipment of tes, at a Port in Ja- 
pan, to tho Port of San Francisco, arising 


-{-out-of n- refusal-of -the-Collector ‘ta. allow | 


the tea to be delivered to tha consignecs 
without thoir presenting to him a consular 
invoice having indorsed theraon the declara- 
tion required to be mado before tho Consul 
atthe Port of shipment, and: tho Consul’s 
certificate required by Scotions 2,854 and 
following of tho Revised Statutes; or giv: 
ing the bond to prodiico one at some future 
day, in pursuance of the provisions of Sto- 
tion 2,857. 

The plaintiffs insist, that the merchandise 
baing tee, which: pays bg duty, docs not 
fall within tho provisions of the Statute, 
which. ie intended to apply to datiablo 
goods only ; and it apponre to mo that this 
pusition ‘is correct. There is nothing 
at all said nbunt non-dutiable goods; 
and the. pr-visions aro adapted only 
to dutiable geods, sgbject to cither 
advalorem, or specific duties. Tho declara- 
tion provided for: must stite that the in- 
voice ‘contains, if the merchandise men- 
tioned thorein is subject to ad valorem duty 
and was obtained . by -purchasy, o true and 
full statoment of the time when and place 
where tho same was purclinsed, and the 
actual cust thereof, and of oll charges 
thercon; * ** and when obtained in any 
other manner than by purchase, the actual 
market valne thereof at the time, and place 
when and where tho samo was procured or 
msnufactured; and if subject to specific 
duty, tho actual quantity ‘thereof.’ This 
requirement was manifestly intended to 
enable the collector to determino tho 
amount of dutics to be collected, and -a 
form of declaration is preacribod by the 
Btatute, adapted to cach’ mode of assessing 
dutics, so that the collector can ascertain 
the value of the gooda subject to ad valorem, 
jand the quantity of those subject to specific 
jduties. But neither form is adapted to 
non-dutiable goods,’ and there is no occa- 
sion to know, for tho purposes of the re 
Non- 
dutinble goods are not mentioned, and no 
declaration is pravided, adapted to that 
class of goods. Which of the forms should 
be adopted, when neither is prescribed, 
and neither would fit the subject matter? 
So the bond provided for in Section 2857, 
ia to’ bo ‘donble the amount of duty ap- 
parently duo conditioned for the payment 
of the duty which’ shall bo found to bo. 
actually‘due thereon.’ As the goods show 
for themselves. what they aro and that they 
pay-no duty, whatever the conditions: :of 
the bond, thoy uo more fit the case, than 
do the mattors prescribed in the statement 
to bo made before the consul in the cago of 
dutiable ‘goods, - Evidently the statute 
montioncd all the cases to which this de- 
elarntion, certificate and bond were in- 
tended to by made applicable, . 

To extend the requirement: by loose con- 
atruction or inference to goods that pay po 
duty would be to impose, in the aggregate, 
large burdens upon commerce, without any 
corresponding benofit. . ; 

I do not.think the Secretary of the T'rea- 
sury is authorized by the Statute to pat 
any burdens upon commerce in addition to 
those imposed by tho Statuto itself. | He is 
authorized to make regulations ‘not in- 
consistent with law’ to regulate the im- 
position and enforcetzont of the burdens 

rovided for by law, but not to impose 
others. Burdens imprsed upon commerce 
in ‘addition to those imposed by Statute 
would be ‘ inconsistent with Jaw,’ and un- 
‘authorized. See Balfour v. Sullivan, 8 
Saw., 649, and cases cited. Merritt +. 
‘Welsh, 104 U. S,, 695-700. Morrill © 
Jones, 106 U. &., i 
: The Court of Claims, in Mosby ». 8, U. 
S., took this view, whon it held that the 
Consyi was entitled to.recover a consider- 
able atnount paid into the Treasury, under 
protest, for fees collected for auch certifi- 
cates appended to invuicos and ‘statements 
of free goods, on the ground that these 
rervices performed, although in form off- 
cjal, were not official in fact or in law. and

4 MEMORIAL TO THE THRONE. 


-Tha appropriation of the foreshoré tand 
along the ‘coast of Kuangtung. has,. the 
Viceroy says, always been a fraitful source 
of profit to the dishonest gontry ofthe 
province, and hia own tenure of office has 
been a prolonged atruggle against tho. con- 
tinnance of the practice: ‘The great hulk 
of the niluvial land of this kind is sifunted 
in the three districts of Hsiangshav, Tung- 
kuan and Shun-té,° Shortly after-he enter- 
el upon'the daties of hig office, he had to 
deal wih a notorious case of land-grabbing 
in Che Shun-té district, and-he was pleased 
to learn that his action on that occasion 
received the approval of the Throne. An- 
other instance of the kind has recently 
occurred ia tho Tungkuan district, whore 
there las long been a determined resiatance- 
to the payment-of rent, There is ‘nw tract

260,000, and aa ‘repayment 
seonted impossible, the’ Viceroy, rather 
than re-enter upyn possession of the land 
under circumstances’ which. would: have 
made it diffitult to re-let it, hit upon tha 
following plan for settling the’ question: 
A College recently: established. by public 
aubscription under- the Vicerey'’s patron- 
age. had o surplus fund of Tls-100,000, 
and thia sum the Vieeroy proposed shauld 
be paid to tho-credit of the govorument 
and.conatitute repayment on behalf of the 
gentry of tho purchaso. price of the 2,000 
acres, which should honceforth become the. 
property of the college. Having regard to 
the fact that the land was originally public 
property, tuat the present holders had 
enjoyed the use of it for more thin thirty. 
years and bad never even paid the ‘pur- 
chrre price, the Vicdroy considered tho 
abvve offer an extremely rensonable ono. 
Even had it been a mercantile transaction 
inland between private individuals, the 
owner of the property would have had the 
right of re-entry in case of. failure’ to 
Poy the price on the part of the purchaser. 

he gentry, howaver, wero not'at first. 
disposed to accopt the Vioeroy’s views of 
the case’and showed disregard for’ bis 
authority until they began to realiso that 
‘he was dotermined to carry his point. Thon 
thoy entered into negotiations with one of 
his agents and offered to pay a eum of Tia. 
40,C00 on condilion that their receipts were 
to be dated back.somo years. Noto word 
was said about tho balance of the purchase 
money or the arreara of ront. The next 
step taken by the Viceruy was to appoint a 
commission composed of a number of 
officials and the magistrate of the distriet 
to reason with tha gentry. ‘The fatter, 
however, treated the official deputation 
with contempt and oven refneed to meat 
them. ‘The loases held by the cultivatora 
of the land were then called jin, but the 
occupants, intimidated by the gentry, all 
yan away of.remsined in hiding, Placarda 
wero posted all aver. the country stating 
that the land was-hold for the benefit of 
tho charitable institations in tho. district, 
and that the question was one in which the 
officials could not be permitted to interfere. 
The Vicerey retorted by instructing the 
magistrate to report the gontry by name to 
him that he might denounce them to the 
Throne. This had: the effect of making 
them come in porson to Canton whero 
negotiations wore ro-opened, tho Namboi 
and Tungkuan magistrates soting as the 
Vicoroy’s representatives ow this occasion, 
Again they refused to come into. direct ro- 
lations with the officials and, when ordered 
to make over. the 2 000 acres of land to the 
Government, they preferred a claini fur 
dykiing expenses amounting to soveral tons 
of thousands of tals, Under tho standing 
regulations affecting beach land in the pro- 
vince,‘ the occupier is allowed the use of 
the ground free of rent for a period of from 
five to fen years, and any very large outlay 
incurred in dyking it is subsequently de- 
ducted from the annual rent paid by the 
tepant. Tho owner. is not linble for ex- 
pendilure of thie kind. In. the present 
instance the gentry had Leen in possession 
of the land for over. thirty years and it was 
the mereat pretext ‘to allege that they had 
been put to expense in making dykes or 
Hn the ‘barren period’ had not yet ex- 
pired. 

The Viceroy, wishing to dent liberally 
with thom, offared to accept the Ts. 40,000 
they had previously ‘promised, grant then 
a compassionate allowance of ‘I's. 40,000 
for labour expended, and only require the 
restitution of about 1,200 acres. of the 
land. No change of tenancy was to take 
place in tho remainder and the gentry os 
direct holdera could mako whatever’ profit 
they wished by eub-letting it. This offer 
they at first declined, but later on they 
signifiod that they were prepared.td accept 
itif the. sum granted for exponditure on 
improvements. was increased and if their 
arrears of rent. were. wiped vut.. These 
conditions tho Viceroy considered so uttaily 
proposterous that ho refused to continue 
further. negotiations and withdrew his 
agents from the disoussion, One nouvel in- 
cident in the proceedings requires to be 
mentioned. In selecting the Namhoi ma- 
gistrate as his agent in the matter, “tho 

iceroy was influencid Ly the consideration 
that being the head of the office charged 
with the care of beach land atid at the samo 
timo the Director of the College which was 
to advunce tho funds, ho, wos. peculiarly 
fitted for conduoting tie ti¢gotiationr. The 
qucstion in fact fell shivtly within bis 
province and he dealt with it ing 
equitable spiri’. ‘The gentry, bawever, 
ruige “a stariny opposition aud bad even the 
hardihood to. announce in the most public 
manner that if they were denounted by the 
Viceroy they would, as soon a8 ho was 
transferred to Hankow, proceed to Peking 
and avo their revenge upon the magistrate 
by getting him denounced and degraded. 
They also found means of conveying an ’in 
timation to the sime effect tu tho Obiof 
Justice, and showed plainly enough ‘that 
they meant to make use of the Censora to 
enable them to exercise an arbitvary contrul 
of questions of local administration and scot 
at nought*the laws of the ecuntry. The 
‘Viceroy hus accordingly called for a list.of 
their names ond tithes: which. he’ submits 
with the request that they maybe degraded 
and never again bo permitted to ‘enter. ‘the 
rznks of the civil service. The Tuogkuan 
magistrate. has been ordered to-confiscate 
and consign:to the Kuang-ya College: 1,200 
actes of the ground.

When the Chincso themselves commenced 
the ‘business of ginning and weaving at 
Yangahu-p‘u, merchants and people flooked 
to the authorities with petitions against it, 
and it looked, indeed, as if recourso would 
be had to mob violence, The authorities, 
however, by great care in their replies to 
these potitions and by the fall explanations 
given by: them to thosa* who presented 
them, succeeded in conjuring thothreatoned 
trouble, and the minds of all wera more 
reassured when they saw that employmont 
was by means of the new factories afforded 
to over 7v0.poor men who wore, working 
quietly aud regularly in them, Obinese 
were, as tho poople at lat began {o see, 
bonefited by this Chinese entorpriea ; but 
in the case of the foreign factory already 
referred .to, the case is very different, as 
T shall now prooced to show, 

Foreignera allege, indeed, that brewerios. 
and match factorics have been at work for 
@ long time under their auspices. without 
aby odjection: buying raised to them on the 
part of natives; and that they cannot see 
that cotton-giming .by foreigners will do 
natives eny -more: harm than brewing or 
match-making do, 
renlity widoly different: : 

‘The beer brewed, is beer to be drunk by 
foreigners, and although matches are used 
by. all, both foraignera and natives, thore 
are very few natives‘ who have learnsd how 
to wake them as Yat. These are the rea- 
sons why no objection has. been raised to 
foreign breweries or mstch factories by na- 
tives, . 

Cotton-ginning ia onan. entirely differ- 
ent footing, From the most ancient times 
spinning and. weaving have boon tho Chi- 
nese-woman’s work all over. the Eimpiro ; 
and the poor who live by them are in 
nutnbor like the sands of the Ganges. . The 
ginning factory undér Chinese Government 
Protection does not employ only machinery. 

nt employs also great’ numbors of poor 

eople using the old methad by hand. 

exsta. Boyd & Co's Factory, on tho other 
hand, employs only machinery, s0 that only 
80 or 40 peoplo fiud work to doinit. Tho 
further its operstions are extended, tho 
greater will bo the number of poor pe ple 
duprived of their livelihood,*-and thoro is a 
doptorable pos ily that it might, indeod, 
at some future time’ givi to serious 
rioting. .
